This report sets forth results of investigation 
conducted-at Washington, D.C. re captioned, matter. On 9/15/72 
the Bureau advised that WF0 should attempt to interview all 
personnel attached to .the Democratic National Committee Head¬ 
quarters Staff and to the Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone 
Company of Washington, D.C., who might possess information of 
value in regard to investigation'of this matter. 


Interviews of Telephone Company Personnel have been 


completed and previously reported in re WFC report of SA| 
dated 9/26/72. 


It should be noted that during the period from June,, 
1972, through September, 1972, the Democratic National Committee 
(DNC) Headquarters was staffed by a large number of permanent,, 
temporary and volunteer employees, it was-established that the 
DNC maintained no personnel records which would establish the 
length<or period of employment of a given employee. Records 
of the DNC pertinent to the local address and/or home of record 
of current and former DNC employees were found to be both 
inaccurate and/or incomplete.

A great deal of difficulty was thus encountered by 
WFO in establishing the identities and whereabouts of all DNC 
employees, who were on duty in some capacity at .the DNC during- 
£he pertinent period. This problem was enhanced by the fact 
that some members of the Me Govern-Shriver Campaign Committee, 
a separate entity from the DNC,, were recent ^former members of 
the DNC Staff. The close working relationship between both 
offices, caused a number of employees to frequently travel 
between both offices and to have ready access to either office. 

Thus, the possibility exists that all DNC personnel 
who were employed ‘or who worked in the DNC Office Space in 
some capacity during the pertinent period have not been inter¬ 
viewed in connection with this investigation. 

Hovrever,* 1 it is .the opinion of WFQ that all appropriate 
investigation has been conducted to locate and interview DNC 
personnel on duty during the noted period, who. might possess 
information in regard to the captioned incident. 

Although the investigative period of this report 
is lengthy, investigation of the captioned case has been 
maintained in a current status through utilization of appropriate 
interoffice communication. The Bureau has also been kept advised 
of all important developments in the investigation of this xaatter 
since the submission of the last report by WFO in connection 
With this matter. 

Investigation of this case has been handled concurrent 
with investigation of the WFO case entitled "JAMES WALTER KC CORD, 
JR., aka; ET AL; Burglary, Democratic National Committee Head¬ 
quarters, Washington, D.C., 6/17/72; IOC; 00:WFO” (Bufile 139- 
4089) (WFO file 139-166). In th at regard. Assistant United 
States Attorney 1 I Washington, D.C., the prosecutor 

Who handled the latter case in U.S. District Court, Washington, 
D.C., has been kept advised of all developments and information'-*' 
received through investigation of the captioned incident on a 
regular basis. . 4 

On 10/4/72, the WFO requested the FBI Laboratory to 
identify manufacturers known to produce FM receivers capable of 
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receiving transmissions from recovered device and the 
feasibility of modification of normal FM Broadcast receiver to 
monitor transmissions from the device. 

On 10/18/72, the FBI Laboratory advised as follows: 

In response to this request the Laboratory considered 
receivers that cover the frequency range of 108 MHz to 125 MHz 
and modification of standard FM receivers to cover the same 
frequency range. - 

, The normal FM broadcast receiver covers the frequency 

\ range of 88 to 108 MHz. The Laboratory took an available 
I General Electric Model P975D-2 receiver and found that this 
receiver could be made to operate up to approximately 115 MHz 
1 by realignment of the receiver with no change in Internal 
components. The receiver could be made to cover up to 125 MHz 
by changing two capacitors. After these modifications were 
completed the above receiver was used to monitor Q1 in a satis¬ 
factory manner on a frequency of approximately 120 MHz. A 
competent technician or engineer^with adequate equipment and 
familiar with this type o'f "radio could modify the above receiver 
or a receiver of a 'similar.type to cover up to 125 MHz. The 
length of 'time required to make the above modification would 
depend on the particular receiver involved, the familiarity of 
the person doing the modification with the receiver being modified, 
the competence of person making the modification, and,the test 
equipment available to the person making the modification. The 
modification and testing of the above General Electric receiver 
in the Laboratory required approximately two hours. 

Most of the commercially available receivers with the 
exception of certain specialized receivers, which cover the 108 
to 125 MHz range are manufactured to cover the aeronautical 
mobile band 117.97$ - 132 MHz and the aeronautical radio,navigation 
band 108-117.975 MHz, both of which are primarily AM bands. A 
NAC0 Model 8999 receiver purchased approximately six years ago 
for approximately $35 in a department store, in Nashville, 

Tennessee wa.s made available to the Laboratory. This receiver 
gives excellent reception of Q1 and also the aircraft band and 
the FM police band. A similar receiver sold under the name of 
DYN-Sonic, Model 1006, was marketed by Save-Mor drugstore. 

Both of the above receivers were manufactured in Japan.

In the past when attempting to trace many of the less 
expensive radio receivers the Laboratory has found that no record 
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is maintained by manufacturers or distributors of the serial 
numbers of these units .except when warranty card is returned. 

Although the above does not represent an exhaustive 
survey it can be seen from the above that receivers capable of 
receiving frequencies between 108 and 125 MHz. are widely avail¬ 
able from a number of different sources. Inasmuch as the 
aircraft band is primarily an AM band and the device recovered 
is fundamentally an FM device and that most of the receivers 
listed above were not available in the Laboratory for testing 
it is not known if all the receivers listed above will receive 
the device recovered. However, all receivers tested in the 
Laboratory which cover the above 108 to 125 MHz “band would 
receili the device.

.used in the bottom portion of the container for Q1 was determined to be the 
same type of plastic as the bottom portion of Kl. 

The top and bottom portions of the Knowles Electronics plastic 
box used to fashion the container for Qi make up two side portions of the 
container. The other two side portions of the container for Ql were 
fashioned from a plastic material dissimilar to that used in the Knowles 
Electronics plastic box.

.. In addition to the information contained in the above mentioned 

Laboratory Reports the following:observations were made concerning Ql, 
Q3, Q4, Q5 and'Q8:

QL is obviously different in design and construction from 
Q3, Q4, Q5.and Q3 with respect to most observable features. While 
Ql, Q3, Q4 and Q5 all have alligator clips with No. 30 stamped on them, 
the stamp on Q3, Q4 and Q5 is one size and the stamp on Ql is,a different 
size. See attached photograph which shows the difference in the stamp 
size. Q8 has ho such clip. The aHigator clips on Ql and Q3 both have 
* black vinyl slip-on insulators with "Mueller USA” "No. 36" on them and 
are of the same size and type. The clips of Q4 ! and Q5*do not have 
insulators on them. In ,this regard Mueller alligator clips and slip-on 
insulators, are very,common, and Avidely.available. 




The antenna wire used in Q1 is dissimilar to the antenna 
wire used for specimens Q3, Q4 and Q5; while the antenna wire used 
in Ql is similar in appearance to the antenna wire used on Q8, this 
type'wire <is widely available. 

The type of construction used in Ql is different from that 
used in Q8 t in that several of the components of Q8 are mounted in the 
circuit board and on both sides of the circuit board whereas in Q1 all 
components are soldered to the top of a circuit board. Moreover the 
circuit board used in Q1 is different in appearance from that used, in 
Q8. It appears from X- rays of Q5 that the components of Q5 are F 
mounted through and on both sides of the circuit board in a manner 
g similar to that used in Q8. No X-rays were made of Q3 and Q4 because 
of :the similarity of Q3, Q4 and Q5 and the possibility of circuit damage 
resulting .from X-; rays. ’ 

The basic electronic circuit of Ql is different from that of 
Q3, Q4, Q5 and Q8 in that'Q3, Q4, Q5. and Q8 all have two tunable coils 
whereas Q1 has no tunable coil, uses only one coil^ and has a tunable 
capacitor which is not.present in the other units. 

Other obvious differences in construction and size are apparent 
from the attached photographs. 

• 

The microphone.associated with Q8 is similar in appearance 
to a Knowles Electronics 1590 DW082 microphone. It is noted that part 
of the container used in .-fabricating Ql was fashioned Trorn a Knowles 
Electronics plastic box. However, Knowles microphones are widely 
available and there is no way by which the Laboratory can cfetexmine 
whether the plastic box of Q1 was ever associated with the microphone 
of Q8.
